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There is growing popular pressure for evacuation of all foreign 
forces , US as well as French and Spanish, although government 
might still accept declaration of principle of willingness to 
evacuate. This popular feeling has been building up since 
independence , but particularly since February. 

A. Moroccan Premier Balafrej implied to MY Times concspondent 
on 21 July that US will be asked to evacuate four air fore< 
bases, but possibly not the naval air facility at Port Lyautey. 

All are owned by France and operated Jointly with French forces. 

B. CIA for several weeks has reported Moroccan officials desit 
declaration US wilbagarss to pull out; then might favor 
prolonged phase-out (as much as 5 to 10 years) of US operations.

a request for new US loans.
